Colliseum, Chicago, June 21.—Following the submission of the major!-

Wat- 
son of Indiana moved to table the Hadlcy resolution and demanded a roll 
call which was ordered.

On point of information, Henry of California, asked if the 72 protest- 


ed delegates could vote on the motion. 


Root replied that all contested delegates, except 


could vote. 


When California was reached on the roil call Johnson announced 


no,-and two contested votes not voting. Root-demanded the vote of the 
other two. 
They voted aye. 


This brought about great disorder. 
The motion to table the resolution was carried, another victory for 


Taft delegates, by a vote of 569 ayes and 499 nays, ten not voting. 


Watson next moved to table the Hadley motion for substituting the 


minority for the majority report of the credentials committee. 
The roll 


call resulted in 695 ayes and 464. nos, nine not voting, showing a gain by 
the Taft forces of 36 votes over the previous roll call. This is the high- 
est vote Taft forces have polled. 


The majority report in the ninth Alabama cases was then adopted by 


a viya voce vote.
